DEMOCRATIC MANAGEMENT. 


Another Bond Issue Looming Up as 
a Necessity. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The state- 
ment is made among those best quali- 
fied to judge that in the absence of leg- 
islation to relieve the financial situa- 
tion another bond issue is altogether 
probable within the next few months 
at the farthest. The present condition 
of the exchange market and the com- 
mercial situation generally, it is said, 
point unmistakably to further large 
withdrawals of gold, and unless some- 
thing is done to prevent the usual 
heavy exports during January and 
February, which for the last two years 
have forced the issue of bonds to re- 
coup the depleted gold reserve, a sim- 
ilar situation will confront the treas- 
ury before the new year is far ad- 
vancea, 

The available cash balance in the 
treasury today, including the reserve, 
is approximated at $175,500,000, and, as 
the government has realized from its 
three bond issues about $182,000,000, it 
appears that but for these issues the 
government would now be without one 
dollar in the treasury, and, in addition, 
would have outstanding .. obl gations 
amounting to about $6,500,000. The ex- 
cess of expenditures over receipts 
amounts to about $130,000,000. The ex- 
ports of gold during the last four 
months have been $55,796,000: so far 
this calendar year the amount is $95,- 


000,000. 

In 1894 the exports amounted to $101,- 
819,921. From the best information ob- 
tainable it is believed that the present 
month will show a surplus of at least 
$1,000,000, which will leave the deficit 
for the fiscal year to January 1 about 
$15,000,000.. It is expected this 
amount will not be materially increased 


during the remaining months of the 
fiscal year.

Chicago Offers 4 Quarter of a 
Million Dollars, 


San Francisco Eager to Shine 
as a Double-tistilled 
Money Power. 


Pittsburgh Favored by the Strongest 
Political Influence, but This 
May Be Offset by Coin. 
Yesterday’s Mecting. 


(@Y TELEGRAPH TO THE TIME?.) 
WASHINGTON C.,) Dec. 9.— 
(Special Dispatch.) A week ago the in- 


Platt were believed to be all powerful 
toward locating the National Republi- 
can Convention, and Pittsburgh was 
regarded as the winner by those on 
the inside. Although the strength of 
San Francisco was admitted, it was 
bocked that the latter should have the 
leading vote on first ballot, but Pitts- 
burgh should be chosen. But political 
combinations are losing weight as com- 
pared with financial considerations. 
The Republican National Ccmmittee 
owes $54,000, and the city securing the 
convention is expected to pay that and 
to furnish a fund for future expenses. 

At a preliminary meeting today, Chi- 
cago offered a sum said to be $250,000. 
M. H. De Young said that if money 
was the power, San Francisco would 
exceed any other city, no matter what 
the sum. Quay is working hard and 
using his influence for Pittsburgh, but 
says if it is imposible for that city to 
obtain the convention he will favor San 
Francisco. Platt will go with Quay for 
Pittsburgh, but notified the California 
delegation that he opposed San Fran- 
cigco and will work for Chicago for 
second choice. New York is not in, the 
fight. There are 68 Votes in the com- 
mittee, 27 necessary for choice, and 
financial considerations will govern 
enough members to carry for any one 
eity. a 

For San Francisco 
Chipman will opem and George A. 
Knight will follow. The California del- 
egation is working hard. The Pitts- 
burgh contingent, headed by Chris Ma- 
gee and including tha.s ts of the 
telegraph companies and the railroads 
and leading Pennsylvanians, is confi- 
dent. Pittsburgh will be introduced by 
Congressman Dalzell, followed by Chris 
Magee, Percy F. Smith, J. K. Patton, 
John Campbell and J. D. Flynn. The 
claims of St. Louis will be presented 
by Chauncey I. Filley and Mayor Wal- 
ebridge. 

Chicago’s spokesmen are Mayor Swift 
and Sam Allerton. Her representatives 
here are: George B. Swift, S. W. Aller- 
ton, T. C. McMillen, J. Irving Pierce, 
W. L. Boyce, William Penn Nixon, 
Sam Raymond, Graeme Stewart and L. 
Z. Leiter, the last-named a Democrat, 
but a multi-millionaire, and willing to 
put up a large amount. It is a delega- 
tion of millionaires. 

Salt Lake was withdrawn today in 
favor of San.Francisco. Pittsburgh is 
favored by the strongest political ele- 
ment, Quay, Platt and Magee, but the 
financial question may make the fight 
between Chicago and San Francisco, 
with the outcome depending’ largely 
upon the estion of cash. Never, a 
night before the act, has a result been 
@o doubtful, althcugh Pittsburgh still 
seems to have the best chance of win- 


ning. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The Nation- 
al Republican Committee will meet to- 
morrow at the Arlington Hotel to se- 
lect the time and place for holding the 
national convention next year. As to 
the time the committee seems to be 
pretty well agreed that it should be 
held some time in June, although there 
are some advocates of a very late con- 
vention, and a short, sharp campaign. 
The place at which the convention will 
be held is the subject of a hard, but 
good-natured struggle. Each rival city 
is being boomed with great diligence. 
Each offers to pay off the debts of the 
National Committee and, besides, cffers 
a separate and superior set of qualifica- 
tions and advantages, sentimental, ma- 
terial and geographical. The question 
of candidates does not appear to enter 
into the question of the choice of the 
convention city, and the Republican 
politicians who swarm about the corri.- 
dors say the committee will content it- 
self with selecting the place for the 
convention and allow the convention to 
select the candidate. Among those 
present are some of the most distin- 
guished and powerful leaders of the 
Republican party. 

An attempt was made to give the cit- 
ies a hearing today, but many of the 
committeemen were absent, and it was 
decided finally to postpone the hearings 
until tomorrow morning at 10 o’clock, 
when each candidate will be given an 
hour to present her claims. 

The question of the basis of repre- 
sensation, which will come before the 
committee, will be referred, probably, to 
the convention for settlement. The 
leaders, as a rule, claim it would be 
folly to discourage the Southern Re- 
publicans by reducing their basis of 
representation just as they are begin- 
ning to fulfill their predictions that the 
Solid South would tear away from her 
old allegiance and the Democratic 
party. ay 

An effort was made to secure a meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee to- 
night, but a quorum was not secured. 
Those present attempted to take up no 
business beyond the framing of a tele- 
gram to Gov.-elect Bradley of Ken- 
tucky, congratulating him on his elec- 
tion, to be presented to the full commit- 
tee tomorrow. 

Most of the national committeemen 
have arrived, and the corridor cof the 
Arlington Hotel is the storm center of 
a surging crowd of convention “‘boom-

San Francisco has 
headquarters on the third floor, but the 
delegation is doing its work in the lob- 
bies among the committeemen, rather 
than in the headquarters. The Chicago 
delegation was also active downstairs, 
without headquarters. 

The headquarters of the Ohio delega- 
tion, which is looking after the Iinter- 
ests of Gov. McKinley, are constantly 
crowded. The delegation has a perma- 
nent organization with Representative 
Grosvenor as chairman, and Represen- 
tative Northway as vice-chairman. The 
chairman said that as Reed and Alli- 
son are in Washington, it was proper 
that Gov. McKinley should te likewise 
represented through his friends. New 
York was not represented by a dele- 
gation up to noon, although Thomas C. 
Platt and Representative Quigg were 
on the ground. It was stated that a 
special train bearing the New York 
delegation was on the way. 

The National Committee passed a 
resolution appointing a committee to 
send congratulations to Gov. Bradley of 
Kentucky on his election. The commit- 
tee is composed of Hahn of Ohio, Man- 
ley of Maine and Clarkson of Iowa. 

De Young of California introduced a 
resolution, which was adopted, provid- 
ing that the representatives of the 
press should be admitted to the meet- 
ings of the committee when the claims 
of the various cities should be pre- 
sented. Each city is to have an hour 
tomorrow for the presentation of its 
claim, beginning immediately after the 
opening of the session tomorrow. The 
committee then adjourned, having been 
in session ten minutes, to 10 o'clock to- 
morrow. 

This evening the corridors of the Ar- 
lington were again thronged. At the 
headquarters of the four rival cities 
the champions of each were dispensing 
hospitality and putting forth their most 
earnest arguments in behalf of their 
respective cities. The Pittsburgh con- 
tingent dwelt upon its location as a 
railroad and telegraph center. The 
Golden Gate partisans were offering 
every inducement that might be de 
manded. 

Some days ago M H. de Young an- 
nounced that San Francisco had ob- 
tained a $50 railroad rate from Chicago 
to the Coast and return. Tonight the 
delegations decided to offer a $50 rate 
to the public, a $25 rate to the delegates 
and free transportation and hospitality 
to the members of the committee. Gen. 
N. P. Chipman and De Young will pre- 
sent San Francisco’s claims. 

The Chicago delegation was, perhaps, 
the most serene of any. St. Louis dis- 
played seemingly more activity than 
any of the other cities. Both Kerens 
and Filley said the contest would settle 
down to Chicago and St. Louis, and 
that the Mound City would carry off 
the prize. Each of the candidates was 
prepared to offer the Republican com- 
mittee enou and more than enough 
to pay off the old debt of the commit- 
tee. This debt is variously placed at 
from $32,000 to $54,000. 

Pittsburgh has a fund of $75,000 sub- 
scribed, St. Louis and Chicago have $55,- 
000 each, and San Francisco is said to 
have $200,000 and more if monéy will 
avail. Each city declares that it will 
pay anything in reason to secure the 
convention. Although each candidate 
claims victory on the final ballot, a 
careful canvass tonight showed that 
they approximately agreed in the result 
of the first ballot. his canvass gives 
San Francisco 19, ttsburgh 12, St. 
Louis and Chicago 11 each. All except 


‘San Francisco, however, agree that the 


first ballot does not indicate the win- 
ner. Reports of alliances between San 
Francisco and St. Louls and Chicago 
and Pittsburgh were abroad, but were 
strenuously denied. The shrewdest 
politicians about the hotel tonight pre- 
dict that unless San Francisco wins on 
the first or the second ballot, her votes 
will break to St. Louis or Chicago, and 
that the contest would lle between the 
Lake and the Mound cities. 

“ANYTHING TO BEAT CHICAGO.” 

CHICAGO, Dec. 9.—The Post's Wash- 
ington special says: 

“Chicago may get the convention. It 
would be pleasant to say that she will” 
get it, but the situation does not jus- 
tify sanguine predictions. At this writ- 
ing St. Louis seemingly has the best 
chance of carrying off the prize. The 
fight, so far as can be judged, has de- 
veloped into anything to beat Chicago, 
and there are indications of a combin- 
ation between San Francisco and St. 
Louis and Pittsburgh to that end. San 
Francisco’s strength is of the compli- 
mentary kind, and Pittsburgh is de- 
ficient in accommodations. St. Louis 
makes a good showing from the money 
point of view, and in the matter of 
provision for convention crowds. Fur- 
thermore, she is the second choice of a 
majority of those who favor San Fran- 
cisco and Pittsburgh in the prelimin- 
aries. 

“Last, and most important of all, the 
Reed influence is secretly against Chi- 
cago. The Reed feeling is that Chicago 
is a hostile territory and that cny other 
place would be preferable. Pittsburgh 
would be satisfactory, but for the dis- 
covery that the town is saturated with 
McKinley sentiment. Simultaneously 
with that discovery came the disclosure 
of lack of hotel accommodations. That 
may said to be the “knock-out drop.’’ 
San Francisco being geographically 
impracticable, Chicago supposedly bos- 
tile and Pittsburgh dangerous, St. 
Louis will be picked out as the most 
neutral point in sight, and the Reed. 
play is being made for that city.” 

The St. Louis delegation held a meet- 
ing during the forenoon and authorized 
Samuel Kennard, head of the Business 
Men’s Asscciation of St. Louis, to an- 
nounce authoritatively that the colored 
delegates to the national convention 
would receive exactly the same accom- 
modations, facilities and treatment at 
hotels and public places as the white 
delegates; also to make a guarantee 
that hotel proprietors would not ad- 
vance rates during the convention. 

Some of the contesting cities evi- 
dently are not in favor of the move- 
ment to hear their claims today instead 
of tomorrow, and public evidence of 
their protest was made when Col. 
Swords, sergeant-at-arms of the Na- 
ticnal Committee, said at noon that it 
was possible the programme might be 
changed again, and the hearing of the 
cities’ claims be deferred until tomor- 
row, as the New York delegation had 
been delayed and there was a feeling 
that the hearing would be premature.

Senator Morgan Replies to Sir 
Julian. 


Treads on the British Lion’s 
Tail and Rips Him Up 
the Back. 


The Senate Adopts a Resolution 
to Investigate the Bering Sea 
Damages—Crisp and the 
W ool-growers. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS RETORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The feature 
of the Senate session today was a 
speech by Senator Morgan of Alabama, 
chairman of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations and a member of the Paris 
Bering Sea Tribunal, upon a resolution 
offered by him last week, instructing 
the Foreign Relaticns Committee’ to 
investigate the question of the liability 
of the United States for the seizures of 
British ships in Bering Sea in 1890. 
Senator Morgan took the position in 
the last Congress that the settlement 
of these claims by the payment of a 
lump sum of $425,000, as recommended 
by the President, was not wise nor 
proper. His remarks on that occasion 
were the subject of some sarcastic com- 
ment from the British Ambassador 
here in the latter’s official correspond- 
ence with Lord Kimberly. That cor- 
respondence was printed recently from 
the British bluebook and most of Mr. 
Morgan’s speech today was devoted to 
paying his respects to Sir Julian 
Pauncefote. 

His resolution, which was as follows, 
was unanimously adopted at the con- 
clusion of his speech: 

“Rescived, that the message of the 
President received by the Senate on 
February 13, 1895, and his message re- 
ceived in the Senate today (meaning 
December 3) relating to the payment by 
the United States of the claims ‘of 
Great Britain arising out of the Bering 
Sea controversy, be referred to the 
Committee on Foreign Relations 
instructions that said committee ex- 
amine into the question of such labil- 
ity to Great Britain and the amount 
thereof, if any, and of any lability on 
the part of Great Britain or Canada 
arising out of said controversy and 
that said power 

b ill or otherwise. 

held another short ses- 
sion today, and devoted most of its 
time to discussing the appointment of 
House officers. Resolutions were pre- 
sented by the Republicans calling for 
the correspondence in the Waller case, 
for lists of the pensioners who have 
been stricken from the rolls since 
March 4, 1893, or reduced, and for Sec- 
retary Smith’s reasons for an «rder af- 
fecting the action of the Land Office 
in connection with the perfecting of 
titles to the Pacific Railroad grant 
lands in Utah and Nebraska, but all 
were objected to by the Democrats.

FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 


REGULAR SESSION. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—SENATE.— 
The chief.interest in the Senate pro- 
ceedings today centered in the speech 
of. Senator Morgan of Alabama, chair- 
man of the Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs, on the Bering Sea awards. 

Senator Morgan said he felt it in- 
cumbent upon himself to reply to cer- 
tain published comments made upon 
his course in the Senate by the British 
Premier and the British Ambassador. 
He declared. that the Paris tribunal did 
not attempt to determine the question 
of the liability of the United States for 
seizures, or the amount of such liabil- 
ity. Great Britain contended, however, 
that the liability was decided as a nec- 
essary inference, and President Cleve- 
land, proceeding on that assumption, 
had, through the State Department, 
agreed to pay 3425,000 in discharge of 
this alleged liability of the United 
States, but that agreement could not 
be carried out without the ratification 
of Congress. 

The findings of the tribunal rested 
entirely upon the treaty-making power 
of the two governments, and the 
United States and Great Britain were 
bound to carry out the regulations de- 
cided on for the protection of the seals 
as much as if the regulations had been 
incorporated in a treaty. But neither 
govermment was bound further. At 
most, the award of the arbitrators 
would only furnish a remote argument 
for the claim of Great Britain for dam- 
ages for seizures. 

He would be loyal to the findings of 
the tribunal, he said, but Great Brit- 
ain conveniently sought to overstate 
them. Through negotiations the State 
Department agreed to pay $425,000 for 
damages and President Cleveland rec- 
ommended that sum be appropriated. 
Congress refused to make the appro- 
priation At this point Senator Mor- 
gan turned his attention to Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, the British Ambassador, 
and his “‘doleful plaints’’ to Lord Kim- 
berly. Senator Morgan scornful 
and sarcastic. 

“Does he not know,” the Senator 
asked, “that no executory agreement is 
binding until ratified by Congress?” 

He quoted from Sir Julian’s report 
to Lord Kimberly that Republicans 
and Populists and forty-four Demo- 
crats had voted against the appropria- 
tion and his comment, attributing the 
action of the House to the necessity of 
party expediency. Mr. 
clared contemptuously that it was 
going to be the fashion abread to at- 
tribute everything that did not please 
them to the “influence of party poli- 
tics." He characterized Sir Julians 
comments as “unjust” and “offensive” 
in the case of the House.\ 

“But, not content with these refiec- 
tions on the House,”” said Mr. Mor- 
gan, “he refers to Senators by name in 


ja gratuitous and insulting manner. He 


does this under the cover of the Brit- 
ish flag.” 

fter quoting Sir Julian’s comment 
on his (Senator Morgan’s) characteri- 
zation of some of the alleged British 
claimants as “recalcitrant and rascally 
Americans,” he declared that the 
British ambassador’s strictures were

based on the mistaken notion that the 
British navigation laws should cover 
violations of United States etatutes. 

Crimes against the decalogue could 
not, he said, be found in the Koran. 
He denounced the action of the Amer- 
ican marauders in Bering Sea, who 
had placed themselves under the pro- 
tection of the British flag as guilty 
of surreptitious piracy. He did not 
object to the British ambassador crit- 
icising his course, either as Senator or 
as a member of the Paris Tribunal, in 
his private communications to his gov- 
ernment, but he emphatically pro- 
tested that he had no right to give his 
criticism to the American papers, and 
thus forestall reply. 

Mr. Morgan was exceedingly iron- 
ical in his reference to the indiscrimf- 
nate nature of the claims En 
had bundled together, and asked us 
to settle for a “lump” sum. The prop- 
osition to pay a “lump” sum, he said, 
ought to be too revolting to lie on the 
Christian stomach of the English am- 
bassador. 

The correspondence laid before the 
House, Mr. Morgan said, demonstrated 
that there were no negotiations over 
the alleged claims, and evidently Httle 
investigation. England has simply 
jumped at the “lump-sum”  propost- 
tion made by Secretary Gresham for 
the settlement of the claims, that had 
neither justice nor morality beyond the 
assertion set up, but palpably false, 
that the award of the Paris Tribunal 
made it obligatory upon the United 
States to satisfy any claims for dam- 
ages which Great Britain might make. 

Mr. Morgan insisted that it was the 
clear duty of the Senate to obstruct 
the action of the President in an «a- 
tempt to ride down the power of the 
Senate in negotiating for the settle- 
ment of an international controversy 
without its advice or consent. 

Mr. Morgan went at 
length into what he termed “the in- 
famous conspiracy” which proceeded 
under the protection of the British 
flag for the violations of the laws of 
the United States, and claimed that «@ 
thorough investigation and adjudica- 
tion of the claims would result in large 
allowances of damages to the lessees 
of the seal islands and consequently 
an increased revenue to the United 
States. 

In concluding, Senator Morgah again 
returned to his assault upon the Britt- 
criti- 
clem of himself, of which he said he 
was perhaps “unbecomingly carelegs.”* 

“But I do feel resentful,” he said, 
“that, instead of furnishing his com- 
plaints to the President, he gave them 
out to the American press at the open- 
ing of Congress, with a view to dis 
pelling the misapprehenston in the 
public mind. It seems, however, that, 
after Sir Julian had buried me under 
his ponderous logic last March, 
Kimberly thought it necessary to ex- 
hume my remains in order to give the 
American people a much-needed tonic 
of Great Britian’s sense of honor to 
brace it up sufficiently to induce Con- 
grees to vote the ‘lump sum,’ by which 
England seems to put a technical es- 
toppel on an investigation of the jus- 
tice of the damages demanded.” 

At the conclusion of his speech, 
which occupied two hours, Mr. 
gan asked a vote on the adoption of 
his resolution instructing the F 
Affairs Committee to examine into and 
report on the Hability of the United 
States to Great Britain for the seiz- 
ures. The resolution was then read 
and adopted without a _ dissenting 
vote. 

Senator Caffery of Louisiana, re- 
elected at the expiration of the short 
term for the full term of six years, was 
sworn in.

Pennsylvania permission to occupy the 
United States courtrooms at Scranton 
and Williamsport during certain 
months. 

Senator Cullom of Illinois gave notice 
of an address to the Senate tomorrow 
on the Monroe doctrine. 

Among the bills introduced was one 
by Senator Voorhees of Indiana, grant- 
ing «a pension of $200 per month to the 
widow of the late Secretary of State 
Gresham. 

A large number of bills were intro- 
duced in the Senate again today, the 
most important of which were: 
Senator Berry, to provide a Territorial 
form of government for Indian Terri- 
tory with the usual staff of Territorial 
officers, the Territory to take the name 
of Indianola; by Senator Palmer, giving 
a uniform pension of $50 per month to 
all who lost a hand or foot in the late 
war and $60 to those who lost an entire 
limb; by Senator Allen, disfranchising 
any citizen of the United States who 
shall solicit of accept a title, patent of 
nobility or degree of honor from a for- 
eign nation, and punishing this act as 
a crime by both fine and imprisonment: 
by Senator Voorhees, granting pensions 
to soldiers and satlors who were cap- 
tured and confined in Confederate pris- 
ons during the war; by Senator Mantle, 
appropriating $55,000 for the purchase of 
sites for public buildings in Cheyenne, 
Wyo.; Boise City, Idaho, and Helena, 
Mont., and providing for buildings at 
Cheyenne and Boise, costing $200,000. 
each and at Helena, costing $500.00; by 
Senator Squire for a gun factory for 
heavy ordnance on the Pacific Coast.

HOUSE.—A bill by Mr. Hopkins of 
Illinois was passed to amend the stat- 
ute fixing the customs district of Chi- 
cago so that the district would em- 
brace all of the State of Illinois and 
Indiana. Mr. Hopkins explained that 
the bill was in the interest of the 
smelters of Aurora, who desired to be 
able to pay duties on Canadian ores at 
the port of Chicago.

jected to its reception. Mr. Crisp also 
objected to a resoluticn by Mr. Cannon 
of Utah calling on Secretary Hoke 
Smith for his authority for the order 
suspending all operations of the Land 
Office by which settlers on the Pacific 
railrcad grant lands in Utah and Ne- 
braska eould perfect their titles.

REPUBLICANS CAUCUS. 
‘Several Senate Chairmanships Re- 
ported as Practically Decided. 
MPECLAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The Repub- 
Vican Caucus. Committee of the Senate 

in session three hours today, but 
-adjourned until tomorrow without com- 
pleting its assignment of committee 
memberships. The work accomplished 
‘is only tentative, but so far as it has 
progressed it has confirmed the fore- 
east of chairmanship assignments sent 
out by the Associated Press last night. 

In addition to these places it is now 
practically decided that Senator Teller 
will become chairman of the Commit- 
‘tee on Claims. Senator Hansbrough on 
Library, Senator Gallinger on Pensions, 
and Senator Shoup on Patents. There 
has been an exchange of places by 
which Senator Cameron takes a mem- 
bership place on Foreign Relations, and 
Senator Wolcott the place on Finance, 
which was conceded to Senator Cam- 
eron before he announced his intention 
not to stand for re-clection to the Sen- 
ate. There is a probability that this 
committee will be increased by the ad- 
dition of one member. This increase 
is to be made to give the Republicans 
an opportunity to put a silver man and 
an anti-silver man on the committee, 
Senator Jones of Nevada is to be al- 
lowed to retain his place, but as a Pop- 
ulist and not as a Republican, as here- 
tofore. This arrangement will give the 
Republicans six members, the Demo- 
crats five and the Populists cre. 

On. financial questions the committee 
will stand seven to five in favor of sil- 
ver. It is about settled that the Appro- 
priations Committee also will be in- 
creased from nine to eleven members. 
This will enable Senator Brice ‘to re- 
tain his place on the committee, and 
will give the Republicans two appoint- 
ments there. Senator.Pettigrew will 
receive one of these, and the other will 
£0 to efthér Senator Quay or to a Pacific 
Coast man. 


The ‘Populists probably will retain 


their present chairmanshins, so far as | 


they have them, Senator Stewart re- 
maining at the head of Mines and Min- 
ing, Senator Allen of Forests and Res- 
ervations, and Senator VPeffer of the 
committee to examine several branches 
‘ef the civil service. It is possible that 
Senator Kyle will be transferred to’ a 
less important committee than Fduca- 
tion and Labor. Senator Ruiler will 
be given a minor committee, and Sena- 
tor Jones of Arkansas will be restored 
to his old place at the head of the Cem- 
mittee on Contingent Expenses. 

The six members of the Democratic 
Senatorial Caucus Committee also held 
a meeting today for the purpose of 
eonsidering the situation, but decided 
not to attempt to outline any definite 
plan of action until the committee 
should be filled.

CAPT. JOHN KOSTER DEAD. 
An Old-time Horseman and For- 
merly a Gallant Soldier. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—Capt. John 
Koster, one of the best known of the 
old-time. racing men in America, is 
dead in this city at his home, from 

heart disease. 

Capt. Koster was born in this city on 


November 15, 1825. He studied archi- 
tecture until the outbreak of the -civil 
war, when he enlisted in the Seventh 
Regiment on April 26, 1861. He _ re- 
mained with the regiment, and was 
made brevet-major on March 31, 1865, 
for gallant and meritorious service. In 
September of the same year he was 
made lieutenant of the Sixth Califor- 
nia Volunteers. In November he was 
transferred to the Seventh California 
Volunteers. On April 10 of the follow- 
ing year he was promoted fo captain, 
and was assigned to the First Arizona 
Volunteers. In 1870 he was assigned to 
the Eighth Cavalry. He was made a 
full captain on March 19, 1873, and held’ 
that rank until he retired. On the last 
day of the battle of Glendale, Va., he 
was shot in the chin and was left for 
dead on the battlefield. He was cap- 
tured by the Confederates, and was 
taken to Libby Prison, and was subse- 
quently exchanged. 

Capt. Koster became a member of 
the old American Jockey Cub at Jerome 
Park in 1868, and in 1880 was made its 
president, and held the office for years, 
and afterward became clerk of the 
scales at Monmouth Park and handi- 
capper. As handicapper Capt. Koster 
made a great name for himself, and 
was considered in his time the best 
judge in America of horses’ weight- 
carrying ability.

THE GERMAN REICHSTAG. 


Ministerial Matters—Resolution Stop- 
ping Prosecutions of Socialists. 


BERLIN, Dec. 9.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) A large attendance was present 
in the Reichstag today, this being the 
date for the presentation of the finan- 
cial statement of Count von Posa- 
dowski Wehner, Secretary of the -Im- 
perial Treasury. Chancellor Prince Ho- 
henlohe, the Minister of War; Gen. 
Bronstar von Schellendorf, the Minis- 
ter of Finance, Dr. Miguel, and other 
ministers were present. At the opening 


proposal to stop the prosecutions of 
Herren Liebknecht, Stadthagen, Dueb, 
Perchel, Fischer and Heinrich Moeller. 
The Conservatives opposed the motion. 
The Minister .for Foreign Affairs, 
Marshal von Biberstein, made a state- 
ment of President Cleveland's recent 
message to Congress. He denied that 
there was any differential treatment in 
Germany of American cattle and in- 
surance companies, and urged the house 
not to be intimidated by reprisals. 
The Secretary of the Treasury stated 
that the federal states for the current 
year might reckon upon 30,000,000 marks 
over the estimates in direct revenue. 
He added, also, that he ex ted to 
show an increase of 31,000, marks 
compared with last year. 
Herr Fritzen, a member of the Center 
party, asked for a declaration on the 
part of the government regarding the 
alleged theatened reprisals against Ger- 
many’s trade contained in President 
Cleveland’s recent message to Congress. 
In reply the Minister for Foreign Affairs 


aid: 

“The United States still treats Ger- 
man sugar the same as in 1894, in spite 
of the fact that we have the most fav- 
ored treatment. Itis, therefore, surpris- 
ing that President Cleveland should re- 
proach Germany with treating Ameri- 
can products differentially, and Ameri- 
can insurance companies vexatiously. 
This is quite unfounded. The import of 
American cattle and beef was prohib- 
ited because Texas fever broke out in a 
consignment received here. It is our 
duty to show solicitude for the mainte- 
nance of the condition of German cat- 
tle, and this duty can in no way be sub- 
ordinated to the politico-commercial in- 
terests of other countries. 

“Similarly, there is no question of the 
differential treatment of American in- 
surance companies. The regulations 
are published by the Prussian Minister 
for the Interior, and are applied equally 
to the home and foreign companies. 
Whether these regulations meet the ob- 
jections in view is a matter solely for 
the Prussian government to determine, 
and foreign states have not the right of 
criticism. 

“We have always truly and loyally 
fulfilled our treaty obligations to the 
United States and will continue to do 
60, but do not let us be intimidated by 
threats of reprisals or induced to re- 
voke our measures. The German gov- 
ernment is always willing to discuss 
prlitico-commercial questions with the 
United States on a treaty basis in order 
to deal with them in a manner befitting 
our multifarious trade relations with a 
great and friendly power, but we ex- 
pect reciprocal treatment to the fullest 
extent. The Foreign Office, in any future 
handling of the question, will combine 
calmness and moderation with the 
firmness which corresponds with our 
rights and duty and to which our in- 
terests and well-founded rights entitle 
Count von Kardoff, the German sil- 
ver champion, expressed satisfaction at 
the statement of the Minister tor For- 
eign Affairs and urged the governmeéfit 
to enter upon a strong campaign aga nst 
socialism, declaring that the ministry 
must, before all, show socialism a 
united and decided front. The House 
then adjourned... 

Emperor William this evening received 
the presidents of ‘the Reichstag’ and 
expressed the hope that their tasks gur- 
ing the present session would meet with 
satisfactory progress.

A HEALTHY ROUTE: 


Report of the Climatic Conditions 
Alopge the Nicaragua Canal. 

(REG R ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The report 
of Past Assistant Surgeon R. E. &r!tt, 
who accompanied the Nicaraguan Canal 
Commission on its trip of inspection last 
summer, upon the climatic condition 
of the country through which the pro- 
posed canal would pass, has just been 
published. Generally speaking the sur- 
geon finds that these climatic condi- 
tions are much more favorable than 
has been supposed. For instance, he 
shows that at Greytown, the eastern 
terminus, the mean average daily tem- 
perature rarely exceeds 80 deg. or falls 
below 75 deg., and yellow fever is. un- 
known there, although there are per- 
nicious fevers of the hemorrhagic type. 
The absolute flatness of the country, 
with a very absorbent, 
freely traversed by winds from every 
quarter, prevents any accumulation of 
malarial deposits. On the western side 
the malarial affections predominaje 
and the fever resulting, often mistaken 
for yellow fever, has a high mortality 
rate, about 75 per cent. 

Typhoid is unknown: kidney diseases 
are rare and the climate tends to the 
cure of catarrh. Phthisic is quite com- 
mon, as well as skin diseases. Snakes 
are not plentiful. Black ants are fero- 
cious; mosquitoes are worse than in the 
United States only because of their 
greater number, and gnats, horsefiies 
and ticks are plentiful. Not a single 
day was lost by any of the party on 
account of sickness.

lans are-themselves hopeless of pre- 
venting the judgment going against 
them on the question of the frontier 
Outrage upon the British Guiana police- 
man; and the delay in making repara- 
tion, the. correspondent adds, probably 
arises from the shakiness of President 
Crespo’s authority and his fear of in- 
curring unpopularity. 

The Paris correspondent of the Times 
quotes an article from the Journal des 
Debats, commenting upon the Venezue- 
lan dispute, which says: “In spite of 
its immense industrial power, the 
United States does not possess the mil- 
itary and naval forces which, after all, 
ape at the-bettom of every diplomatic 
discussion which is carried rather far.” 

The Times also publishes an editorial 
comment upon the foregoing, contend- 
ing that the Monroe doctrine cannot 
be applied either to the boundary-line 
dispute or to Great Britain’s demands 
' for reparation on account of: outrages 
upon Officers of British Guiana. 

“It is not more possible,” says the 
‘Times, “to submit the territory within 
the Schomberg line to arbitration than 
it would be for the United States to 
submit to arbitration should Spain set 
a-claim to @ part of Florida. The re- 
marks of the Journal des Debats are 
not conceived in a friendly or a delicate

AN EXPEDITION AGAINST CRESPO 

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—A local paper 
says that from this port, on the ufter- 
noon of Su .. December 1, sailed a 
filibustering exfedition, whose aim. is 
to take the government of Venezuela. 
out of the hands of President Crespo, 
and to free the country from thé fifan- 
cial and commercial distress which the 
revolutionists claim have driven them 
and their countrymen to desperation. 
By this time Gen. Domingo Monagues, 
the leader of the expedition, has prob- 
ably effected a Janding. It is claimed 
that his arrival is all that was neces- 
to put. a formidable array. in the 
field against the’ President. expe- 
dition led by Gen. Monagues . was 
planned and carried out thus far suc- 
cessfully by prominent Venezuelans in 
this city and Brooklyn. 

Neither the Venezuelan Consul nor 
the Minister at Washington know any- 
thing of the plans to overthrow their 
government. It is the greatest expedi-“ 
tion of its kind that ever left this port, 
carrying as it does, enough arms and 
ammunition to equip an army. Gen. 
Monagues is an ex-President of Vene- 
zuela, and* one of President Crespo’s 
bitterest enemies. He was one of the 
most popular Presidents the republic 
ever had, and, although he protested 
that he was getting too aged for the 
hardships of warfare, the promoters of 


the revolution insisted that he should 
\ead the forces. 


THE URUAN INCIDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The Vene- 
zuelan Minister here has received a 
ecablegram from Caracas stating that 
the revolution has been quelled and 
that perfect peace prevails throughout 
the republic. No word has come here 
touching the receipt at Caracas of the 
British demand for an indemnity of 
$60,000 on account of the arrest at 
Uruan by the Venezuelans of a colo- 
nial chief of police, although Presi- 
dent Crespo is known to have re- 
turned to Caracas on the 28th of No- 
vember from his vacation. It is pre- 
sumed here that, if this demand is 
made, the Venezuelan government will 
inform the United States government 
of the fact, and urge that this also 
may be properly regarded as 4. mat- 
ter for arbitration. 
Although on its face bearing a re- 
semblance to the Corinto incident, 
where the United States admitted the 
right of the British government to 
claim an indemnity for an insult of- 
fered to a British officer, it is believed 
that the same doctrine cannot be ap- 
plied in the Uruan case, for an admis- 
sion by Venezuela that the British of- 
ficer was wrongfully arrested would 
amount to a confession that the place 
of seizure, far west of the Schomberg 
line, was British territory, and therein 
lies the whole of the present contro- 
versy between Great Britain and Ven- 
ezuela, which the United States has 
been endeavoring to bring to a peace- 
ful and just settlement by arbitration.

~  ITALIANS SURPRISED. 


Disaster Overtakes a Part of the 
Army in Abyssinia. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 


ROME, Dec. 9.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
News was received here today from 
Gen. Baritori, the commander of the 
Italian troops in Abyssinia, announc- 
ing what appears to be a serious dis- 
aster to the Italian forces operating 
against King Menelik. He cabled that 
the King’s army, numbering about 
20,000 men, surprised and surrounded 
yesterday five companies of Italian 
troops, under Maj. Toselli, at Amba- 
lagi. Another body of Italian troops, 
under the command of Gen. Armondl, 
advanced to the support of Maj. To- 
selli, but they were stopped by the en- 
emy. A severe battle was subée- 
quently fought, and the result was not 
made known here. 

The official dispatches say the losses 
of the Abyssinians were heavy, but no 
news was furnished concerning the 
fate of Maj: Toselli's command, and 
nothing was said about the losses of 
the Italians. 

Later in the day, in the Chamber of 
Deputies the government was ques- 
tioned regarding the reported disaster 
which the Italian troops suffered in 
Abyssinia, and the matter led to warm 
attacks upon the government’s policy 
in Africa. 

Replying to a question as to the par- 
ticulars of the battle of Ambalagi, 
the Minister for War, Gen. Mocenni, 
read the dispatch from Gen. Baratiori, 
the substance of which is given above, 
and added that the Italian positions 
were secure. He admitted, however, 
that the incident was a serious one, al- 
though entirely reparable. 

Signor Imbriani, the Socialist leader, 
made a violent speech in opposition to 
the policy followed by the government, 
and other Socialists also denounced 
the African policy of the government. 

Maj. Toselli’s column was composed 
of 1200 native troops, commanded by 
twenty officers, with forty non-com- 
missioned officers and a mounted bat- 
tery. It is now known that of this 
force Maj. Toselli, seventeen. of the of- 
ficers and 900 of the native-troops are 
missing. The position of Gen. Ari- 
mondi at Makallo, however, is impreg- 
nable, and he has provisions for three 
months. 

King Humbert tonight conferred with 
Premier Crispi upon the situation, the 
Premier being indisposed «nd confined 
to his room. 

LATER:—The Cabinet council held 
tonight has decided to give Gen Bari- 
tori the necessary means to crush the 
Abyssinians.

Herbert Saunders Does’ New York 
as Henry Hamilton, Playwright. 

(BY TELEGRAPH ‘TO THE TIMBS.) 
NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Herbert Saunders is an En- 
glishman who arrived in this country 
last May, and, according to his own 
statement, he has since been ‘‘mas- 
querading” under the name of Henry 
Hamilton, a name which belongs to a 
well-known English playwright, one of 
the authors of “The Sporting Duchess,” 
and also the writer of “Tommy At- 
kins.”’ 
Several weeks ago he dropped Man- 
ager Charles Frotitman a line from Bos- 
ton, stating he was coming here on a 
short visit, and as he had heard a great 
deal of how magnificently “his” play 
had been put on at the Academy, he 
would like to see it. Henry Hamilton 
could have anything he wanted. Harry 
Mann, Frohman’s representative‘at the 
Academy, could not do too much to 
make him comfortable. Hamilton sug- 
gested changes in the “business’’ to 
the stage manager. He complimented 
Cora Tanner. He wanted to see the 
other plays in town, and Frohman’s 
representative furnished him with 
seats. 
Then Saunders grew bolder. 
wanted to rewrite a scene in the 
“Sporting Duchess,” and he had an 
opera which he wanted to sell to Miss 
Della Fox. As Henry Hamilton, the 
playwright, his propositions were lis- 
tened to with attention. His lucky star 
was on the wane, however. Arthur 
Kendle, brother-in-law of Sir Augustus 
Harris, was convinced that he was not 
the man, and was determined to expose 
him. He met Saunders. 
“Say,” exclaimed Kendle, “Why are 
you telling this story about being the 
author of the ‘Sporting Duchess?’’”’ 
Saunders tried to “‘bluff’’ a little, but 
finding it would not work, he confessed. 
He had no object in claiming to be 
Hamilton, the playwright, he said. It 
was just a coincidence. He was sorry, 
and was willing to make apologies to 
every one whom he had deceived. He 
had told some ugly stories, too, about 
women whom he had met here. These 
he confessed were all untrue. 

“I intended to sail on Wednesday,” 
he said, “but my remittances from 
home have not arrived and I may have 


to stay over, as I have some bills to 
pay here.’’

Tobacco Trast Stockholders Inqair- 
ink About a Supposed Surplas. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
NEW YORK, Dec. 9. — The Herald

Rents is a. member of the exchange, 
and he is reported to have said that the 

February dividend on the common 

stock of the American Tobacco Com- 

pany would be paid, and many brokers 
advised their clients of the fact. But 
now that the management has an- 
nounced, several weeks before the regu- 
lar time, that no such dividend would 

-be paid, the chief concern of the stock- 

holders is to find out what is the mat- 

ter with the company that so many 
stockholders should try to get out of it 
at once. 

The investigating committee, which 

is to be Ry by Messrs. Rolston & 
Bass and J. 8. Bache & ©o., at an early 
meeting of the stockholders, .is deter- 
mined to sift things to the bottom and 
find out whether this great company 
with $30,000,000 of capital is being run 
in the interests of speculators who sdld 
out thelr holdings at high prices and 
then went short of the stock, or whether 
the managers have allowed the reve- 
nues of the soeapany to be wiped out 
by warfare of competition.

BONDS AND REVENUE. 


President Cleveland, in his latest an- 
nual message, laid great stress upon 
the specious plea that the conditions 
which he aptly described as “our pres- 
ent financial predicament,” were not 
brought about in any. remote degree by 
reason of an insufficiency of revenue 
to meet the expenses of government. 
The fallaciousness of this plea is in- 
dicated by the fact that the available 
cash balance in the treasury at the 
present time, including the gold re- 
serve, is only about $175,000,000, where- 
as the government has realized from its 
three issues of bonds about $182,000,- 
000. In other words, had not the gov- 
ernment received this $182,000,000 of 
borrowed money, it would now be not 
only without a dollar in the tivasury, 
but would be in debt for current ex- 
penses to the amount of $6,500,000, or 
thereabout. This would be a more seri- 


. ous “predicament,” even, than that 


which Mr. Cleveland so plaintively be- 
wails. 

However much Mr. Cleveland and his 
fellow-partisans may strive to conceal 
or ignore the fact, it is a fact neVer- 
theless, as plain as any fact can be, 
that the whole trouble had its origin 
in the inadequacy of the revenues for 
the needs of the government. The fiscal 
policy which produced this shortage of 
revenue created at the same time a 
feeling of general distrust which para- 


lyzed business and thus served still 
This | 


further to reduce the revenue. 
distrust naturally led to the hoarding 
of gold, and to demands for liquidation 
on the part of the more timid holders 
of securities. Thus was created, by the 
natural processes of cause and effect, 
the demand for gold which placed the 
administration in its unfortunate “pre- 
dicament.” 

‘If the McKinley tariff’ had remained 
in unchallenged operation, the reve- 
nues would not have fallen below the 
amount necessary to pay government 
expenses, and the trouble would have 
been averted. That law produced am- 
ple revenue, in connection with the 
internal taxes, to carry on the govern- 
ment, until its operation was inter- 
fered with by the menace of free trade, 
which cast its shadow over the land as 
a result of the Democratic victory of 
1892. As a consequence, the revenues 
began to decline, even under the Mc- 
Kinley law, because that law was 
known to be of uncertain tenure. The 
decline was much more rapid after the 
passage of the present law. There has 
been a partial reaction since, as con- 
sumption gained upon production, but 
the indications are that the deficit for 
the current fiscal year will reach $30,- 
000,000 to $40,000,000, and it may even 
exceed the latter figure. 

The present commercial situation is 
said to point unmistakably to a further 
issue of bonds early in the new year, 
as a means of replenishing the gold re- 
serve. The prospect is that there will 
be heavy withdrawals of gold in Janu- 
ary and February, and the treasury is 


in no condition to withstand the drain. | 
The exports of gold during the last 


four months aggregate $55,796,000. 
They have amounted “uring the pres- 
ent calendar year to $95,000,000, as 
compared to $101,819,924 in 1894. The 
remaining days of this month will un- 
doubtedly bring the amount up to last 
year’s figures. Unless, therefore, some 
prompt and radical measure be enacted 
by Congress to meet the emergency, 
which is hardly probable, another bond 
issue may be expected in January or 
February.

CHICAGO, Dec. 3, 1895.—Dear Sir: To

country entirely independent of the As- 
sociated Press or the United Press, and 
gratuitously and as a courtesy. As 
you have observed, the volume of your 
regular report was not disturbed in 
any way, and the message was an ex- 
tra. As this was done by direction of 
President Cleveland, it was beyond the 
power of the Associated Press to con- 
trol the matter in any way, or to even 
give any directions as to the volume of 
message to be served.

The New York Tribune quotes ex- 
Congressman Yoder of Ohio as telling 
the following story to illustrate the 
sweeping character of.the Republican 
victories in the late election: “In one 
of the counties in Ohio a German was 
running for Sheriff on the Democratic 
ticket.

Yust you pack oop our things right 
avay unt git ready to move away.’ He 
left the house in great wrath, but in 
about an hour he returned and found 
his wife tearing up the carpets and 
taking down the curtain poles. ‘Sthop, 
dot, Katrina,’ said the German, ‘yust 
you let dem carpets alone.’ ‘But vat 
is der matter mit you, John?’ asked 
his wife; ‘yust a leedle vile ago you 
said git ready to move, unt now you 
say don’t git ready to move.’ ‘Vell, 
dot’s so, I did say dat, but I yust been 
down to the depot, unt dare is no place 
to move to,’ said the German.” 


Street Superintendent Howard, in 
his annual report, recommends that 
the sprinkling of paved streets be dis- 
pensed with. Another much-to-be-de- 
sired reform is in the sprinkling of un- 
paved streets. If the nozzles of all the 
sprinkling-carts in the city were re- 
placed by nozzles throwing not more 
than half as much water as those now 
in use, the result would be beneficial 
all around and a detriment to nobody. 
It isn’t necessary to make mud-holes 
of the graveled streets in order to lay 
the dust. 


Tom Reed recently remarked, in his 
dry way, that the man who occupies 
the executive chair of: the nation has 
to steel himself against flattery, but 
that “President Harrison was not built 
that way. No one could flatter him. 
He came to Washington with such a 
good opinion of himself that no one 
could add anything that would please 
him.” This is merely one of Mr. Reed’s 
little jokes, of course. Yet there's 
many a truth spoken in jest. 


“It is safe to predict,” remarks the 
Oakland Times, “that the people who 
subscribe to the fund to bring the na- 
tional convention to San Francisco will 
never be called upon to pay ‘the 
amount set opposite our names.’”’ It is 
also safe to say that nine out of ten 
who have subscribed to the fund do 
not expect ever to be called upon to 
put up the cash. 


The total number of immigrants ar- 
riving in the United States during the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1895, was 
258,536, as compared to 288,020 for the 
preceding year. Of those arriving dur- 
ing the year ended June 30, 1895, 
42,142 were unable to read and write 
their own language.

AT THE PLAYHOUSES.

BURBANK THBPATER, “Young Mrs. 
Winthrop” is a play of tender senti- 
ment, pathos, delicious comedy, and 
strong human interest, and it contains 
some lessons that some people in every 
audience may well take to heart and 
profit by. It is a simple, homély tale of 
domestic unhappiness brought about 
by the gradual drifting apart of @ pair 
of wedded lovers, who go on from day 
to day growing colder and more widely 
separated by the hollowness of that 
cruel and stupid thing called “society,” 
until at last a final separation is being 
agreed upon, and the papers in the case 
are in preparation, but the tender- 
hearted old lawyer who officiates at the 
settlement proves a better man than 
he is a legal counsellor and by consum- 
mate finesse and tact reconciles the 
wife and husband with such art that 
the curtain falls with the two in each 
other’s arms, “kissing again with 
tears.”’ 

It is a play that touches the emotions 
because it is essentially human, and 
he must be a stoic, indeed, who can sit 
through it without the dew of tears 
upon the lashes. It is a dainty domestic 
drama, played upon the stage as thou- 
sands of such dramas are played under 
the roofs of homes the wide world over, 
and while there are no whirlwinds of 
passion in it, it is a strong creation, 
because it touches the heart and a good 
play because its tendency is to make 
men and women thoughtful, tender, 
kindly and true. The Frawley Company 
presented it at the Burbank Theater 
last night ina thoroughly pleasing and 
attractive fashion. Not the peagle 
in the cast were at their best, by any 
manner of means, but for all that it 
was so well done that it were almost 
idle to cavil at the few lapses from per- 
fection that were evident. . 

Belle Archer as the volatile and friv- 
Olous Mrs. Richard Chetwyn, was 
really a revelation. She carried off the 
part, one of the very best in the play, 
with such spirit, dash and distinction 
as to earn the audience’s most gener- 
ous commendation. She looked che very 
picture of the airy creature who weds 
one day and is divorced the next, with 
as little concern as though she were 
but buying a pair of gloves, and she 
delivered the chatter set out for her 
with such cleverness and aplomb as to 
be simply delightful. Lansing Rowan, 
statuesque as ever, was rather too much 
so and decidedly too cold to make her 
the ideal Mrs. Winthrop. Phosa Mc- 
Allister was superb as Ruth Winthrop. 
She is a most consctentious, painstaking 
actress and, as pleasing as she has been 
in other roles; in nothing has she been 
seen to better advantage here than as 
the gentle and sweet mother ir “Young 
Mrs. Winthrop.”” Charles W. King was 
capital as Buxton Scott, the lawyer, 
who lies with the purpose of outwitting 
the devil. Hope Ross as the blind girl 
Edith was very acceptable, though the 
part is searcely suited to her merry 
mood. Mr. Arbuckle made a most 
manly and engaging Douglas Winthrop, 
but much of the force of his acting was 
lost, because of his lines being spoken 
in an undertone. The construction of 
this theater demands a constant rais- 
ing of the voice.or much of the dialogue 
is lost to the people back of the center 
of the auditorium. Mr. Frawley’s dry 
humor and unaffectedness made his 
Herbert a most pleasing impersonation. 
The needle-threading scene was excel- 
lently done, because it was simpl2 and 
natural. As an entirety the play was 
a big success and deserves a succes- 
sion of crowded houses. It will hold 
the boards until Thursday, giving way 
on Friday evening to “Capt. Swift.” 


ORPHEUM.—This week's bill at the 
Orpheum presents even greater at- 
traction than the last one, for the Jap- 
anese acrobats and Russian equilib- 
rist are alone well worth the price of 
admission. Some of the old favorites 
are still at the theater, notably Clif- 
ford and Huth, this time in capital 
imitations of darkey dialect, and the 
same society burlesque, which still 
brings down the house and elicits 
thunders of applause from the gallery.

Sadi Alfarabi, the Russian equi- 
librist, is a marvel, and his balancing 
in mid-air with a lighted kerosene 
lamp On his head is of a character to 
cause a strong dash of anxiety to be 
mixed with the delight of the audi- 
ence. The Bogard Brothers, with 
their huge trained grizzlies, also show 
an act with a spice of danger in it, al- 
though the mountains of flesh and fur 
are well-trained and securely muzzled. 
The occasional snarls suggest unpleas- 
ant consequences in case anything 
should happen to go wrong, and the 
wrestling match is perilously like the 
real thing.

Very little real progress is being made 
in drilling or pumping in the oil field, 
nowadays.

A Police Officer’s Chase After a

Officer Matuszkiewiz had a / lively 
chase after a burly hobo Sunday night, 
and caught his man.

“ON WAITING ORDERS.” 


HOW THE NEW NATIONAL GUARD 
CHANGES WILL WORK. 


Local Officers and Privates of the 
Militia Company Feel Great In- 
terest in the Shake Up—Some are 
Pleased, Some are Not. 


The telégraphic columns of The 
Times Sunday announced the fact that 
Adjt.-Gen. A. W. Barrett in “general 
orders No, 16" had made sweeping 
changes in the National Guard of Cali- 
fornia, Those portions of the order re- 
lating to the First Brigade, of which 
en headquarters are in Los Angeles, 


“First Brigade—The Seventh and 
Ninth Infantry regiments are consoli- 
dated into three battalions of infantry 
of four companies each, as follows: 
First Battalion, Cos. A, B, C and F, 
Seventh Infantry, to be known as 
.Cos. A, B, C and F, respectively, First 
Battalion; Second Battalion, Cos. D and 
E, Seventh Infantry, and Cos. D and E, 
Ninth Infantry, to be known as Cos. H, 
E, I and K, respectively, Second Bat- 
talion; Third Battalion, Cos. F, C and 
G, Ninth Infantry, to be known as Cos. 
L, M and G, respectively, Third Bat- 
talion. Cos. A and B, Ninth Irfantry, 
are hereby consolidated, and will be 
known as Co. B, Third Battalion. 

“Lieut.-Col. John R, Berry, Ninth In- 
fantry, and Maj. Samuel T. Black, Sev- 
enth Infantry, are hereby assigned to 
duty with the First Battalion; Licut.- 
Col. J. L. Howland, Seventh Infantry, 
and Maj. F. T. Prescott, Ninth Infan- 
try, are assigned to duty with the Sec- 
ond Battalion; Maj. Charles S. McKel- 
vey, Ninth Infantry, is assigned to duty 
with the Third Battalion. ... 

“Sec. 2. Col, H. P. Bush, First In- 
fantry; Col. J. W. Guthrie, Second In- 


fantry; Col. D. ¥. Fairbanks, Fifth In- 

Col. J. J. Nunan, Sixth Infan- 
try; Col. W. G. Schrieber, Seventh In- 
fantry; Col. Park Henshaw, Fighth In- 
fantry, and Col. E. B. Spileman, Ninth 
Infantry, and Col. William McDonald, 
Second Artillery, are hereby relieved 
from the command of their respective 
regiments and placed on waiting or- 
ers. 


“Sec. 3. In companies where no con- 
solidations have been made the present 
company officers remain intact. The of- 
ficers of the new companies formed by 
consolidation are as follows: 

“First Brigade—Third Battalion, Cos. 
A and B, to be known as Co. B, Third 
Battalion, captain, Richard V. Dodge; 
first Neutenant, Edward F.. Brown; sec- 
ond lieutenant, J. C. Mielke.”’ 

This order from the adjutant-gen- 

eral’s office at Sacramento has proved a 
veritable bursting shell in National 
Guard circles. No tess than nine 
colonels are relieved of their commands 
summarily and placed on waiting or- 
ders. Not a wearer in the field of the 
eagle, but who has lost this valuable ad- 
junct to his dignity and uniform. What 
the colonels are waiting for remains 
to be seen. They don’t know. Line of- 
ficers say it is re-election, but as the 
regiments have been reduced from nine 
to five in number, four of them must 
wait indefinitely. 
' The changes made by this last order 
are in line with the work progres- 
sive officers in the State Guard have 
been at for years.” The last Legislature 
did a little pruning, reduced the num- 
ber of brigades from five to three, and 
made a few consolidations in the line 
of the staff by doubling up on the duties 
to be performed, making one officer do 
what had previously been the work of 
two. Prior to that time the State 
Guard, with a force of some thirty-five 
hundred men, had something like one 
hundred general, field and staff of- 
cers. The guard of Pennsylvania, with 
some eight thousand State troops, man- 
aged to get along quite comfortably 
with about thirty general, field and 
staff officers. 

Last week the board of location and 
organization got out its ax and went to 
work in good earnest, and made a very 
considerable trimming. 

Southern California, instead of two 
regiments of seven companies each, will 
have one regiment of twelve companies. 
The Anaheim company being dropped 
out, and Co. A of San Diego being 
consolidated with Co. B of the same 
place, Col. Schreiber of this city, and 
Col. Spileman of San Diego, command- 
ing the Seventh and Ninth Regiments, 
respectively, are relieved of their com- 
mands, and are “waiting.” 

What is puzzling the guardsmen 
now is, what is to be the result of the 
assignment of the field officers. Two 
lieutenant-colonels are more than even 
a twelve-company cegiment requires. 
Lieut.-Col. Berry, together with Maj. 
Black will divide honors in assignment 
to the first battalion of the new regi- 
ment, while Lieut.-Col. Howland and 
Maj. Prescott will try to keep house 
with the Second Battalion. 

Major McKelvey is alone in his glory 
with the Third Battalion. But there is 
Maj. Harpin; general order No. 16 does 
not even make a gentleman-in-waiting 
of him. 

From what has been said by some 
who are known to have been near the 
board of location and organization, it 
is hinted that not only will a new 
colonel be elected, but an entire new 
field will also be elected to fit the re- 
quirements of the consolidated regi- 
ment. 

There has been much complaint in the 
Seventh and Ninth Regiments relative 
to the way affairs have been handled 
by both of the heads of the commands, 
and it is asserted that neither colonel 
would be sure of return were his re- 
election in the hands of the officers of 
his own regiment, while for either to 
be made colonel of the new regiment 
would be an impossibility. A dark 
horse, it ts said, will be brought out. A 
man of standing, both social znd finan- 
cial, together with the requisite mili- 
tary requirements, is said by the know- 
ing ones to be ready to take the head of 
the new organization. 

An officer of the National Guard said 
last evening: ‘“‘That a change is neces- 
sary seems to be apparent to all. For 
it is doubtful if any organization in the 
State has been subject to the bickering 
and petty quarrels that have made 
the Seventh notorious during the past 
four years. The need of a good bedy of 
militia no one denies. To have it good 
there must be responsible men at the 
head of affairs. A city the size of Los 
Angeles should see its militia com- 
panies filled with the best young men 
of the city. As matters stand, the three 
local infantry companies are striving 
their best to keep their ranks to the 
minimum required by law. In many 
States it is esteemed an honor to be- 
long to their militia organizations, and 
applicants have to wait rnonths for an 
opportunity to enlist. Perhaps the re- 
organization will see such a state of 
affairs here. It is to be hoped ro.”

NEW IRRIGATION PLANT. 


Thirty Thousand Acres of Land in 
Antelope Valley. 


The irrigation plant now tnder con- 
struction by the South Antelope Valley 
Irrigation Company near Falmduale is 
to supply water for irrigating 3%0,0€0 
acres of land. It involves some unique 
irrigating features. 


The water supply is to be taken from 
Little Rock Creek by means of a é€i- 
verting dam and conducted thence to 
a large storage reservoir near Alpine, 
a distance of about eight mi‘ies. The 
diverting dam is 4900 feet above sea 
level and there is a greater fall than 
is needed to the Feservoir. 

The ditch is being built ten feet wide 
at the bottom, six feet deep and fifteen 
feet wide at the top. 't is intended to 
carry 10,000 miners’ inches of water. 
Besides the ditch there ure thres or 
four miles of wood flumes ani tive tun- 
nels ranging in length from 100 to 600 
feet. ‘The dimensions of the flurmes are 
about 5x7 feet, the lumber used beilg 
three inches thick. 

Some of the way it is necessary to 
have a submerged jlume which is 
weighted down with boulders and also 
fixed with boulders packed about its 
sides so as to prevent the rapid cur- 
rent of the ditch, in which the flume 
has to be, from washing it away. At 
another place the flume is attached 
like.a shelf to a perpeadicuiar wall of 
rock about twenty feet above the 
ditch. 

The first section of the wor, includ- 
ing the diverting dam and most of the 
filumes and tunnels, is about one-half 
completed. There are 900 men employed 
on it and it is being done by the Caii- 
fornia Construction Company of San 
Francisco. This section includes about 
seventy-five thousand yards of excava- 
tion and will require about thres hun- 
dred thousand feet of lumber. 

It is the intention to let the re- 
mainder of the work as one section 
and, as it does not include so much 
difficult construction, it is not expected 
it will take so long jo ‘finish it. It is 
announced to be the intention to press 
the construction as rapidly as may be 
so as to have the plant in operation in 
time to fill the reservoir from this win- 
ter’s rains. 

The reservoir is considered io be of 
such capacity that when filled during 
the rainy season there will be enotfgh 
water in it to irrigate 20,000 acres of 
land during the rest of the vear. 

he land to be watered lies on the 
southerly side of Antelope Valley, and 
the company owns about five thou- 
sand acres of it. It is declared to be the 
intention of the company to colonize’ 
this land. The plant now under con- 
struction is to cost about $100,000 and 
the company contemplates extensive 


enlargement of the capacity after a 
time.

The City Council yesterday instructed 
the City Clerk to demand of drug stores 
that dispense liquors a wholesale liquor 
license. The annexation question came 
up on the report of the City Attorney 
and the annexationists were requested 
to prepare a new petition to avoid pos- 
sible irregularities in the matter. The 
Boyle Heights cemetery question was 
discussed but no action in the matter 
was taken yesterday by the Council. 

At the Courthouse yesterday J. T. E. 
Johns was on trial for incest. Charles 
Eaton succeeded in compromising his 
case, which was dismissed. An in- 
formation was filed charging Nichols 
with murder. J. Marion Brooks got a 
trifle too fresh in Judge York's court 
and was fined for contempt.

COUNCIL. 

Men Allege an Evasion of 
Law by Drugais«ts. 

An attorney representing the Cali- 
fornia State Protective Association, an 
organization cf liquor dealers, appeared 
before the City Council yesterday morn- 
ing and filed with that body a copy of 
the following document, signed by the 
president and secretary of the associa- 
tion

AFTER THE DRUGGISTS. 

“To the Honorable Council of the City 
of Los Angeles—Gentlemen: We beg 
leave most respectfully to call your 
attention to the open and notorious 
sale by wholesale and retail of wine 
and spirituous liquors of all kinds and 
in all forms by many drygeists in the 
city of Los Angeles in violation, as we 
believe, of ordinance No. 

“And in this connection we desire to 
eall your attention to the fact that 
while your honorable body has seen fit 
to pass onerous ordinances regulating 
the business of those openly engaged 
in the saloon business in this city of 
Los Angeles, and who pay to the city 
treasury each $600 per annum license 
tax, the drug stores, who pay absolutely 
no-license tax, openly sell wines, liquors 
and beers in wholesale and retail every 
day, day and night and Sunday. And 
many so-called drug stores who pay no 

_Neense whatever do more saloon and 
wholesale liqucr business than those 
actually and openly engaged therein. 

“We believe that this is wrong and 
am injustice and that drug stores should 
be confined to their legitimate business 
and not be allowed to sell or use liquors 
except in the preparation of medicines. 

“Therefcre, we respectfully ask your 
honorable body to cause existing ordi- 
Nances against such abuses to be en- 
forced and that you will pass such oth- 
ers as will remedy the abuses herein 
described, and certainly prevent the 
running of saloons under the guise of 
mr stores as is now the case in this 
city.” 

The matter was disposed of by the 
adoption of the following motion: 

“That the City Clerk require all drug 
stores carrying a stock of liquors to 
pay a wholesale liquor license; and that 
the City Attorney examine the retail 
liquor license law and if, in his judg- 
ment, he deems it necessary to amend 
the law to make it applicable to drug 
stores which may be selling liquor 
without a license that he present an or- 
dinance accordingly.” 


MISCELLANEOUS COUNCIL DOINGS 


The appeal of I. W. Phelps from the 
action of the Street Superintendent in 
issuing his assessment warrant and 
diagram for the improvement of Sixth 
street from Park. View avenue and 
Coronado street was denied by the 
Council, and the assessment warrant 
and diagram was _ confirmed and 
adopted. 

The various protests against the work 
of Capt. Darcy in sewer district No. 3 
were continued for hearing to Wednes- 
day, December 11. 

The report of the Sewer Committee 
was adopted with the exception of the 
recommendation that all bids received 
for the sewering of Main and other 
streets be rejected. This portion of the 
report was not concurred in by the 
Council, and upon motion J. H. Dock- 
weller was awarded the contract for 
improving these streets. It will be re- 
membered that some irregularity was 
alleged to have occurred in the receipt 
of Mr. Dockweiler’s bid, which was ex- 
plained in The Times of last Friday. 
His bid being the lowest, however, and 
the charge of irregularities having been 
proved to be groundless, he was 
awarded the contract. 

The specifications prepared by the 
City Engineer for the construction of 
cement sidewalks, curbs and coping 
were adopted by the Council. 

The Supply Committee reported as 
follows to the Council: 

“Recommend that the bid of J. E. 
Loomis to keep in repair all sprinkling 
hydrants for one year in accordance 
with notice of November 22, for the 
sum of $38.75 per month, be accepted 
and the City Attorney be instructed to 
prepare and present the necessary con- 
tract and bond.”” Adopted. 

“Recommend that the City Clerk be 
instructed to advertise for proposals 
for furnishing the city of Los Angeles 
with lumber; said proposals to be re- 
ceived up to 11 o’clock a.m. of Monday, 
December 23, 1895." Adopted. 

It was reported to the Council yes- 
terday that Mackey & Young are re- 
quiring their carpenters to work over- 
time on the new school buildings. The 
contractors were ordered notified that 
their contract must be carried out in 
this regard. 

The chairman of the Building Com- 
mittee informed the Council that, after 
consultation with Chief Glass, it was 
deemed adwisable to lease a building 

~belonging to W. Hendricks in Boyle 
Heights for a branch jail, at a rental 
of $15 a month for four months. The 
matter was referred to the Police Com- 
mission. 

THE ANNEXATION QUESTION. 

AS was expected, the report of the 
City Attorney to the Council included 
an opinion from that official with re- 
gard to the point raised by the anti- 
annexationists that an election will 
Nave to be held for each separate dis- 
trict sought to be annexed to the city. 
The City Attorney's opinion in the mat- 
ter is rendered as follows: 

“In the matter of the petition of W. 
G.’Cochran and others, asking that an 
election be called for the purpose of 

“submitting the question of annexing 
to the city certain territory therein 
_@escribed. The land sought to be an- 
nexed is described in said petition, ana 
consists of two separate parcels or 
tracts of land,one of which adjoins the 
’ city on the southern boundary thereof, 
and ‘the other adjoins the city on the 
+ west boundary, and these separate 
tracts are not contiguous to each 
other, but are several hundred feet 


apart at the nearest point. It is 
, @laimed on the part of those

to the annexaticn that these separate 
parcels of land cannot be annexed in 
one proceeding because they do not 
together constitute one territory 
within the meaning of the law, and 
that, should an election be held, one 
parcel might be forced into the city 
against the will of a majority of its 


ance of votes in favor of annexation 
being cast in the other territory. 

“T have examined a great many au- 
thorities on the subject of annexing 
territory to incorporated cities, but in 
most of the States the provisions of 
the statutes upon the subject are en- 
tirely different from our own, and in 
one case only that I have found has 
the question arisen. In the State of 
Washington the law on this subject is 
identical with our own, and in @ case 
which went to the Supreme Court in 
that State, one of the objections made 
to the proposed annexation was that 
the territory consisted of two widely- 
separated tracts. The Supreme Court 
of that State held the proceedings 
void on other grounds, and” did not 
pass upon this question, but, in refer- 
ring to it, the court said that the ob- 
jection raised to the effect that the 
territory consisted of two widely-sep- 
arated tracts was an objection which 
would furnish matter for serious dis- 
cussion had it been necessary to pass 
upon that point. 

“In order that territory may be an- 
nexed it is necessary that a majority 
of the votes cast in such territory 
shall. be in favor of annexation. In 
the event an election is had, and one 
of these separate tracts should vote 
in favor of and one against annexa- 
tion, it would be a questi#n for “seri- 
ous discussion” as to whether or not 
the tract which had a majority of 
votes against the proposition eould be 
then considered a part of the city. 
The best that could be said of such an 
annexation would be that there was a 
serious doubt as to the legality of the 
proceedings, and in every attempt the 
city made to improve the annexed ter- 
ritory, either by laying out streets, 
constructing . sewers or other street 
improvements, or in collecting taxes 
it would be met with and hampered 
by the question of whether or not the 
territory was legally a part of the 
city. An election of this kind is an 
expensive luxury, which we should not 
indulge in unless we are satisfied that 
the proceedings are correct. I think 
the petitioners could, at small expense, 
prepare a new petition from which all 
doubtful propositions have been elimi- 
nated, and thus save the probability 
of expensive litigation, coupled with 
the possibility ‘of final defeat. For 
these-reasons I advise that the peti- 
tion be denied, and the petitioners be 
permitted to withdraw the petition for 
the purpose of preparing and filing a 
new one, should they so desire.”” The 
recommendation of the City Attorney 
in this matter was adopted by the 
Council. 

The City Attorney reported on other 
matters referred to him as follows: 

“As instructed by you, I have pre- 
pared and herewith present an ordi- 
nance for the -opening of an alley 
through the block bounded by Fifth. 
Sixth, Spring and Main streets.” 
Adopted. 

“You have referred to me the peti- 
tion of Francisca Fewins, setting forth 
the fact that she is the owner of a lot 
taken for the opening of Darwiti ave- 
nue, and that the allowance made her 
by the commissioners is not sufficient 
to pay the actual cost of moving. her 
house and procuring a similar prop- 
erty upon which to place it. She asks 
the Council to allow her $50 more. and 
proposes in that case to give up the 
property at once without a contest. 
Should she refuse to deed the prop- 
erty. it will oblige us to prosecute the 
condemnation suit, the cost in which 
will ultimately amount to more than 
the $50. Under ordinary cigeumstances 
I am of the opinion that it is better to 
fight these matters our on principle 
than to compromise; but in this case 
there are some reasons why the claim 
is a just one, and in view of the fact 
that the city will save money by al- 
lowing it, I would advise that the 
matter be referred to the Boardof Pub- 
lic Works for negotiation.” Referred 
to the Board of Public Works. 
THE BOYLE HEIGHTS CEMETERY. 

On opposite sides of the Council 
chamber yesterday morning the men 
who are interested in the now famous 
Catholic cemetery question, as it affects 
Boyle Heights, glowered at each other, 
and for nearly an hour poured into the 
ears of the Councilmen a stream of 
oratory anent the subject. Hon. 
Michael Collins spoke for the Catholic 
church, and related in detail the causes 
leading to the establishment of the 
cemetery, as it now exists in Boyle 
Heights. Mr. Collins informed the 
Councilmen that Saturday evening 
some miscreants had desecrated the 
one lone grave in the cemetery by lev- 
eling the mound and breaking in two 
the stone at the head Of the grave. This 
was taken by the speaker to indicate 
the feeling of certain persons against 
the church and cemetery in Boyle 
Heights. 

After an extended discussion of the 
different phages of the matter, the 
question was rereferred to the City At- 
torney, he having stated in the follow- 
ing report on the subject, that an un- 
usual stress of work in his department 
had prevented his preparing such an 
ordinance as the Council had requested 
of him: 

THE SUBJECT REHASHED. 

“You have referred to me the peti- 
tion of William C. Murray and others 


a cemetery in Boyle Heights. This pe- 
tition, after setting up various facts 
with reference to the proposed ceme- 
tery, closes as follows: ‘And we pray 
and demand of your honorable body 
that you take immediate legal steps to 
prohibit any more burials in said local- 
ity by said so-called “New Calvary 
Cemetery Association or corporation,” 
unless by authority of said Council a 
cemetery is legally established in said 
locality.’ 

“I have made a careful examination 
of the law relating to’these matters, 
and am of the opinion that the city has 
a general power to regulate burials 
within its limits in any cemetery when 
the same has become prejudicial to 
health. 

“Beyond any power that the city may 
have I find a State law which, it ap- 
pears to me, applies to the cemetery re- 
ferred to in the petition, and which 
will be sufficient, in my opinion, for 
the necessities arising in that case, so 
far as the city is concerned. The sec- 
tion reads as follows: 

“*Every person who shall bury, or 
inter, or cause to be buried, or in- 
terred, the, dead body of any human 


place within the corporate limits of 
any.city or town in this State, or 
within the corporate limits of the city 
and county of San Franc!sco, except 
in a cemetery or place of burial now 
existing under the laws of this State, 
and in which interments have been 
made, or that is now or may hereafter 
be established or organized by the 
board of supervisors of the county, or 
city and county in which such city or 


shall be guilty of a misdemeanor.’ 
“You have also instructed me in con- 

nection with this matter to _prepare 

and present an ordinance prohibiting 


the city and prohibiting burials in 
cemetery in Boyle Heights exceMing 
the Evergreen and Odd Fellows ceme- 
teries. The Odd Fellows Cemetery is 
outside the city Iimits, as I am in- 
formed, and the law would not, in my

“City vs. State Loan and Trust Com- 
pany: This action was brought to re- 
cover certain taxes claimed from this 
bank on the ground that it was doing 
the business of a savings and loan cor- 
poration. The case was decided 
against the city but on appeal to the 
Supreme Court the city won. The 
taxes have been paid and the city has 
recovered and collected its costs. 

“City vs."Pomeroy and Hooker: An 
action to condemn certain land for a 
system of headworks. This case will 
be at issue by the 16th of this month 
and ready to be set for trial at the 
next term of the court, beginning Jan- 
uary 6. 

“D. F. Donegan vs. City: This action 
was brought several years ago to re- 
cover damages alleged to have been 
caused by breach of contract for cut- 
ting down First-street hill. he case 
has been at issue for years and will 
probably never be tried. 

“W. J. Hayes & Son vs. City: This 
action was brought to recover a for- 
feit of $3000 held by the city. During 
the past year upon instructions from 
the Council the case has been. com- 
promised by the city paying back $2500 
of the money held as forfeit for failure 
to purchase certain bonds which were 
held to be irregularly issued. 

“City vs. Pomeroy & Hooker: This 
action was brought to enjoin the de- 
fendants from interfering with a ditch 
which the city claims to own through 
their land. The case has been recently 
tried and submitted and will be de- 
cided very soon. 

“Tahney vs. City: An action for 
damages alleged to have been caused 
by storm water. The case has been 
dismissed during the past year. , 

“People vs. Jesurum: This action 
was brought to forfeit the franchise of 
the street railway on Fifth street be- 
cause the railway would not pave the 
street between the tracks. It is now 
pending on’ appeal in the Supreme 
Court. but the matter bids fair to be 
settled by the company paving the por- 
tion of the street in question.
